Be careful to obſerve thoſe Direftions - which you 
may reteive from your Maſter for the Learning of your 
Trade ; be diligent to improve thetn, faithful in the 
Diſcharge of any Truft repoſed in you, that you may 
juſtly obtain that valuable Title of a Profitable Servanr. 
Abſent hot your ſelf at any Time, upon any Pretence 
whatſoever, from the Service of your Maſter or Miftreſs, 

without their Leave. | | 

Whenever you are ſent upon any Ertand, ſtay no 
longer than the Bufineſs does require, remembring that 
the Time 1s not your own, but his to whom you are 
Bound. | Carefully avoid al} wicked Company, (that 
Snare of the Devil) whereby young Men are often drawn 
to the Commiſfion of expenfive Sins; to maintain which, 


they defraud their Maſters, and take ſuch Courſes that 


they are cut off by the Hand of Publick Juſtice. 
Whenever you are guilty of a Fault, let not the Des 

vil prevail on you to conceal it, by telling a Lye;

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which will pave the way to the greateſt Faults you can 
be guilty of + But much rather chuſe, by ingenuous 
Confeſhon, and fincere Promiſe of Amendment, to ob- 


tain Pardon. A Caution againſt this Sin 1s well ex- 
preſs'd by Mr. ' Herbert, 


Dare to be true, nothing can need @ Lye, 
The Fault which needs it moſt, grows two thereby. 


Still keep up a dutiful Regard to your Parents, if 
alive, remembring the Danger of forfeiting their Bleſ- 
fing, and what you owe them for their Endeavours to 
help you. out into the World. Your doing well will 
be their Comfort as well as your own. If they are 
gone, forget not what you owe to thoſe that take Care 
of you in their ſtead, and let them. have the Comfort of 
ſeeing that their Concern for you, for your Parents Sake, 
has a good Effett. 

- Above all, negle& not the Duties you owe to. God. 
Begin and end every Day with him by Prayer ; and it 
at any Time you want the Conveniency of a private 
Retirement, yet omit not to lift up your Heart to God, 
begging the Pardon of your Sins, and the SanQtification 
of your Nature. | 

ln the Morning, pray that you may be kept that Day 
' from all Evil, eſpecially from the Evil of Sin. Be- in 
the Fear of the Lord all the Day long ; and before you 
lie down at Night, be thankful for the Mercies of the 
Day paſt, and beg of your heavenly Father that He would 
watch over you for good, eyc. You may eafily purchaſe 
various Helps to afhiſt you in this Duty. 

Endeavour every Day to read ſome Portion of God's 
Word, always remembring to beg a Bleffing on what 
you ſhall read ; when you are alone, meditate upon 
what you have at any Time heard, or read, and beg of 
God, that he would by his Spirit ſo impreſs thoſe Truths 
upon your Heart, that the: Fruit and the Power of them 
may appear in your Life and Converſation.

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When you have faithfully ſerv'd your Maſter Six Days 
in the Week, remember to keep holy the Seventh Day, 
which, both by divine and humane Authority, is ſet apart 
for the Service of God. Before you go to attend upon the 
publick Worſhip of God,beg a prepared Heart,with what- 
ever elſe is needful for the ſaving-and profitable Hearing 
of his Word. Preſume not to miſpend any part of that 
Day, which ſo many have complained of as the Foun- 
dation of their Ruine, when they have come to an un- 
timely End ; but make Conſcience of ſpending the Even- 
ing in recolleting of what you have heard, in Prayer, 
Meditation, vc. You have the greater Reaſon to take 
Care how you behave = ſelves in your Apprenticeſhip, 
becauſe 'tisan Age of Life wherein many have miſcarcied, 
and laid the Foundation of their future Ruine. 

Your Proſpe& of many Advantages in the World, if 
you come to ſet up for your ſelves, muſt depend much 
upon Reputation ; endeavour therefore to deſerve the 
CharaQter of a Good and Faithful Servant, and you will 
reap the Fruit thereof. 

Religion and Virtue will promote rather than hinder 
your well-being in the World ; it will fortifie you againſt 
thoſe Vices that will ſoon reduce you to a Morſel of 
Bread. By being faithful to your Mafter, and to your 
own Soul, you will become a Blefling to the Family 
where. the Providence of God has placed you, and the 
Bleffing of God will abide upon you here, and you will 
be eternally happy hereafter ; theſe things having not on- 
ly the Promiſe of this Life, but of that which is to come.
